WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Very  prevalent  during  the  year,  caused  two  deaths, 
and  interfered  greatly  with  school  attendance. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

18  cases  were  notified,  being  the  same  number  as 
in  1906,  one  terminating  fatally. 

DIPH  FHERIA. 

Not  a single  case  was  met  with. 

SMALLPOX. 

Fortunately  again  no  case  was  met  with. 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 

During  the  year  we  had  27  cases,  i.e.,  2 less  than 
last  year.  23  cases  were  removed  to  Kendray  Hospital, 
all  recovering  but  one. 

ENTERIC  OR  TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Seven  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  three  of 
which  were  removed  to  Kendray — one  dying  in  that 
Institution.  Of  the  other  four,  which  were  isolated  at 
home,  three  ultimately  recovered. 

MEASLES. 

In  the  latter  part  of  September  many  cases  of 
Measles  were  met  with  daily,  becoming  epidemic  early 
in  October.  This  necessitated  the  closing  of  the  schools 
for  a period  of  one  month,  but  at  the  expiration  of  this 
time,  the  epidemic  not  having  sufficiently  abated,  the 
period  was  further  extended  to  November  18th.  There 
were  19  deaths  (3’47  per  1,000).  Measles,  although  so 
highly  contagious,  is  in  itself  not  a dangerous  disease, 
unless  complications,  such  as  bronchitis,  pneumonia,  or 
diarrhoea  arise,  through  not  taking  sufficient  precaution 
during  the  period  of  convalescence.  This  epidemic,  with 
its  complications,  has  greatly  increased  our  death-rate, 
as  elsewhere  in  the  West  Riding  ; otherwise,  it  would 
have  compared  favourably  with  past  years. 

A special  Report  on  this  outbreak  was  forwarded  to 
the  Local  Government  Board  on  November  22nd,  1907. 

From  experience,  1 am  of  opinion,  that  unless  more 
stringent  measures  are  adopted  in  many  homes,  closing 
the  schools  will  not  check  the  spread  of  an  epidemic  of 
measles. 

SANITARY  MATTERS. 

Schools. 

Before  being  re-opened  in  November,  they  were 

t h o r o u g h 1 y d i s i n f ec ted . 
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On  inspection,  I have  found  the  sanitary  arrangements 
satisfactory. 

Disinfection. 

34  houses  were  disinfected  with  Formic  Aldehyde  after 
Scarlet  and  Enteric  Fevers,  and  Eiysipeias.  Five 
houses  were  found  filthy,  and  underwent  the  same 
treatment. 

Character  of  House  Accommodation . 

One  case  of  overcrowding  was  met  with  on  January  10th, 
and  was  promptly  dealt  with. 

N liisances. 

Notices  (10  official  and  7 verbal)  were  given  to  abate 
them,  all  of  which  were  complied  with.

Drainage  and  Seiverage. 

The  temporary  sewerage  scheme  adopted  is  still  giving 
every  satisfaction. 

During  the  year,  considerable  alterations  and  improve- 
ments have  been  effected  with  relation  to  the 
drainage  of  properties.  Cesspools  have  been 
abolished,  and  ail  house  and  other  drains  that  were 
connected  with  the  old  sewers,  have  been  discon- 
nected (except  one  in  Wheatshaw  Lane,  about  which 
1 gave  a special  report  to  the  Sanitary  Committee 
on  August  14th,  suggesting  an  inexpensive  scheme, 
which  would  remedy  the  condition),  and  made  to 
discharge  into  the  new  main  sewers  ; and  all  private 
drains  have  been  trapped  off  from  the  mains,  and 
ventilated. 
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Scavenging. 

This  is  still  done  by  contract,  and  has  been  done  more 
efficiently  during  the  past  year.  The  Sanitary 
Inspector  gives  this  department  special  attention, 
but  he  has  to  work  at  somewhat  of  a disadvantage, 
not  having  an  efficient  Refuse  Tip,  or  a Destructor, 
which  would  be  even  more  beneficial  to  the  health 
of  the  township,  I am  again  compelled  to  allude 
to  the  method  of  disposal  of  the  night-soil  in  fields 
near  main  roads,  particularly  in  Snydale  Road,  the 
paper  not  being  burnt  as  suggested,  but  blowing 
about  the  roads  and  hedges  instead. 

Slaughter-Houses. 

Periodical  inspections  were  made,  and  all  found  in  a 
satisfactory  state,  no  single  instance  of  food  unfit 
for  human  consumption  having  been  met  with. 

During  the  past  few  years  pig-keeping  has  become  a 
great  hobby  in  the  district.  1 like  everyone  to  have 
a hobby,  but  when  the  ultimate  end  of  that  hobby 
creates  a nuisance  (^such  as  pig-killing  in  backyards, 
several  cases  of  such  having  been  reported  to  me 
during  the  year),  there  is  no  justice  in  forcing 
slaughter-houses  to  be  licensed.  In  future,  I should 
like  to  see  all  pigs  slaughtered  in  slaughter-houses. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

We  have  about  22  workshops  on  the  register,  con- 
sisting of  Bakehouses,  Millinery,  Dressmakers,  Boot- 
Repairing,  Joiners,  Plumbers,  Blacksmiths,  Watch- 
Repairing,  Cycle- Repairing,  Stocking-Making,  etc.  These 
are  all  in  good  Sanitary  Order. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS 

ORDER. 

The  number  of  Cowkeepers  and  Purveyors  of  Milk 
is  the  same  as  in  1906. 
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The  Cowsheds  were  inspected  in  March,  June, 
September,  and  December.  Some  were  in  excellent 
condition,  but  some  were  faulty  owing  to  the  buildings 
being  structurally  unfit  for  the  purpose.  Some  of  the 
foldyards  attached  are  by  no  means  what  they  should  be. 
If  a little  more  tidiness  were  insisted  on  here,  it  would  be 
better  both  for  the  community  at  large,  and  the  cattle. 

Finally. — I again  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Sanitary 
Committee  for  the  interest  they  have  taken  in  all  matters 
relating  to  the  Health  of  the  Township.  Your  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report  is  very  satisfactory,  and  I am  glad  to 
say  he  always  carries  out  my  instructions  willingly  and 
promptly.
